Bill Will Confer | 


Poll Tax Powers 


Power to impose a school tax of 
$4.00 on employed transients within 
a district is given in a bill to amend 
the Municipal Districts Act now be- 
fore the legislature. 

The new legislature aims to deal 
with a problem that has been up- 
permost in discussions at municipal 
conventions. It provides that 4 
council may impose upon every resi- 
dent of the district of the full age 
of 21 years who has resided in the 
district for one month or more dur- 
ing a year, and is gainfully employ- 
ed and has not been assessed on the 
roll, an annual tax of $4.00 for 
school purposes. 

Subject to the approval of the 
minister of municipal affairs a coun~- 
cil may also impose a minimum tax 
of $4 on assessed persons residing in 
the district. 

One new section empowers 4 
council to license and regulate liv- 
ery men, common carriers, draymen 
and others within the Hmits of a4 
bamlet. 

Another section makes it clear 
that’ a complete list of voters in the 
district is required. Another section 
provides for inclusion upon the as 
sessed for business tax.

Use Car Tolls to Get 
Better Alta. Road 


Every car owner should back up 
the demand of the Alberta Motor 
Association that revenue collected 
from gasoline tax and car licenses 
should be spent on the highways of 
this province. 

Whether the car owner lives in a 
remote town or on a farm, he is just 
as vitally concerned with the need of 
good roads as any other resident of 
the province. He, in fact, should 
be more concerned, as he bears the 
brunt of it when bad weather condi- 
tions put roads, particularly some of 
the secondary or market routes, in a 
well-nigh impassable state. 

The contention of the A.M.A. is 
that provincial revenue derived from 
the motorists of this province, and 
it amounts to millions of dollars an- 
nually, should”’be spent on highway 
needs and even “ear-marked” for 
tbat purpose so there could be no 
possible way of diverting it to other 
lines of expenditure, 

In other provinces and in the Un- 
ited States, the motorists’ orgami- 
zations are voicing similar demands. 
They feel that the “‘bulldogging”’’ of 
the private car owner has reached 
the limit of endurance and definite 
action is warranted to curb the prac- 
tice. 

Car owners in some centres have 
organized mass meetings, firmly of 
the belief that only by just demon- 
strations will they be accorded relief 
from soaring gasdlite taxes and 
heavy license fees. 


Every car owner stands to benefit 
from the declaration of the A.M.A. 
that the place for fumds collected 
from motorists is in highway im- 
provements. Then the car owner 


will meet the annual levies upon him 
with at least good grace, satisfied 
that the primary purpose of such 
levies is being recognized.

the price of car licenses in Alberta | 


add to the operating cost of passen- 
ger automobiles in the province if 
the owner uses ten gallons of gas 
or more a week because the decrease 
in the charge for licenses has been 
offset by the proposed increase of 
one cent a gallon in the price of mo- 
tor fuel. 


Here is how the 1935 New Year’s' 


gift of the provincial government 
to automobile owners in Alberta will 


work out. On cars up to 110 inch | 


wheelbase, the licenses will be re- 
duced five dollars a year, but if he 
uses ten gallons of gaoline a week, 
under the new tax, he will pay an 
extra $2.50 a year, at the rate of 


one cent a gallon. 

If the owner is fortunate, or un- 
|fortunate enough to own a car with 
|a wheelbase of 111 to 115 inches, 
his license reduction will be $2.50, 
so if he uses five gallons of gas o 
| week, he will pay $2.60 a year in ex- 
tra gas tax, while the man owning 
an automobile with a wheelbase ov- 
er 115 inches will pay the increased 
gas tax without getting any reduc- 
tion in license fee. 

So the bubble of expected taxation 
relief has burst right in the face 
of car owners in Alberta and the on- 
ly justification for this apparent fa- 
| vor is that Alberta wants the gaso- 
line tax on the same basis as British 
Columbia and Manitoba.

MY MOTHER’S GRAPE NUT PIE 

Years ago.while my mother was 
still living, I visited the old home- 
stead with my family. The favorite 
dishes of my youth—fish chowder 
and pancakes with maple syrup— 
were of course presented to me by 
that elderly lady who knew 80 well 
my likes and dislikes. 

But mother was modern. She 
served other dainties that she had 
come in contact with from time to 
time. Among them was a pie so de- 
licious and so unusual that I insisted 
upon her recipe. 

The other day I found this recipe 
in an old note book. Here it is— 
in the simple wording of an elderly 
lady who bore a local reputation as 
a cook. Perhaps my readers wll find 
such direction easy to follow. They 
will surely find the pie easy to eat. 

% cup Grape Nuts (cover with 

boiling water, put plate over
